Hence It Is that
It becomes necessary and natural for the
soul to lay aside sometime all that con-
stitutes the physical. This Is the ‘death’

“*The death that is precious in the sight
of the Lord ls not that death which ac-
compunies disease and which is brought
ahout by the mistekes of the soul s
Iatter death Is of the soul’s choosing and
I= created for it because formed by it; not
that It conselously chooses to die as A re-
auit of disease or sickness, but It does
choosge to name some disease ns a result
of its bellef in sin, which latter Is Ita
mistnkon seif-conception and conseguent

urposge not in harmony with the Infinite,

ence the death which accompanies sin
and sickness occurs. This is what the hu-
min Tace regards ns [ts grealest enemy:
this it is that men and women do not wel-
come, hut which they acknowledge as in-
evitable and wholly unconguerable. It s
what the great majority of people fear
and dread. and will continue In existence
Just e long as the soul. which is wholly
responeible for it, continues (o sin and
name disease: for the Intter can have but
one sequence, which Is death.

“Anything that is not in the impersonnl
order. that does not precede existence, ls
formed by and created for the, soul. due
to the scnse-conscliousness of the latter.
All such the suul is wholly responsible
for as a result of |ts choosing, and If it
has brought them Into existence it must
put them out of existence; if it has em-
bodied them It must disembody them. This
is evidently what the Apostle Paul meant
when Le sald. ‘I die -dally.” It is n good
thing to arrive nt that degree of self-con-
solonsnes® where the unfoldment puts
forth such cnunciation, because the soul
has then discovered its mistakes and be-
gins rebuilding, re-forming. In harmon
with the one purpnse of infinite mind. It
bexins casting out the torturous devils
and destroying the false gods which have
resulted from Its misconceptions. As this
soes on the soul approaches that state
where it dors not recognize sin. sickness
and consequent death, but ascends to that
happv state where what it then calls
desth Is devnid of its terrors, its dreads,
for It sees only that which iIs the com-
pelled end of one and the inning of an-
other state of existence, rather than that
which result= from sin and disease: for
the latter there ls never in truth ‘a time.

“In-chis happy state of consclousness the
soul knows that It. the self, can never die,
but that in the order of its evolution that
which it ealis death Is but_the life-love-
link which binds the end of the one and
the beginning of another state of exist-
ence togother, hetice the beginning and the
ending are Indeed one.

It |s as old as man, and is the one
Incomparable question thut man asks, and
on the answer of this question hinges
man's eternal destiny. ¢

“The young ruler was earnesi—he ran
to Jesus. He was reverent—he knelt be-
fore Jesus. He was Intelligent. He knew
what he wanted—eternal life. He waa
courteous—he bowed down before the
Ereat teacher. He Is Interested In know-
Ing what eternal Ufe s, and what he may
do to inherit it. Jesus tells him to keep
the commandments. The yuun‘hmn de-
clares he has done this from his youth
up, and asks what more he lacks, Jesus
tells him to sell what he has and give to
the poor, Jesus tested hil= smincerity, and
asked him to make a complete surrender.
He asks for a loye that woul!d make him
ready to yleld everything he had, It wns
a crisls In his career, on which everything
hung for the future characier, salvation,
destiny. Is not this ocur test? How many
are willlng 1o surrender all to Christ and
take up the cross and follow the perfect
man? And how many, lke the young
ml;{. break down tunder ri_ltm I!-t-st:‘b s

“It was a great opportunity, but
lacked In declsion. It was a hard saylng
for him. The door of opportunity opened
and closed. Had he complied he might
have been numbered with the A ies
&nd held In the sacred memory of Chris-
tendom, but he appears & meteor and
passes away and I8 heard of no more, The
truth probed him, but he lacked the one
thing necessary to admit him Into the
Kingdom of Heaven. That one thing was
love, with ita sacrifices. He turned away
sorrowfully, trust in the decsitfulness
of rich which choked his desires for
eternal life. An Inheritance Incorruptible
and undefiled was within his grasp, but he
let It pass. L

“We learn some waluable lessone. An
opportunity came to Inherit eternal life.
Here was a youni man with a call to
companionship with Christ, to usefulness
ke Paul, to bilas like John, to treasures
in heaven and everlasting life. A crown
was offered him, but he refused it. Such
an opportunity comes lo everyone, and If
it is not embraced It passes quickly
away. How many set Lheir hearts upon
uncertain riches, upon (Je deceitfulness of
honor, upon worldly pleasures, all of
which are for the pessing moment, and
refuse the joys that ablde forever,

“Another lesson we learn in this story
Is that morality ls not sufficlent to save
men. A man may hava fame, fortune, in-
tellectual endowments, earthly favors
kind friends and hndypy home, and mnf
possesy many amiabie akitlh yet fall
short of the kingdom. may R
father, a good her, & good husband
and honest In his business ns
and yet lack the ome thing needful. Buch
was the case wilh this &wu man. An-
other example is that of I.coﬁemu-. He
was a man of authority and a ruler. He
came to Jesus by u;&n and asked & n.iml-
lar question, to which Christ replied: ‘Ex-
cept & man be born again, he cannot see
the Kingdom of God.' Another case is
that of melius. who was & captain of
a band and the hesd of a large house-
hold. A good man that feared God and
gave alms, and yet not In the kingdom.

was necessary for the rich
young ruler, for Nicodemus, and for Cor-
nellus to accept Christ, it Is n for
all moral men to do lkewide. Scrip-
tu references confirm it

“*] am the Way, the Truth and the Life,
no man comeéth to the Father but by
Me* “Nelther is there salvation in any
other name, for there Is no other name
under heaven, glven amongst men where-
by men may be saved.’

“Christ i= able (o save to the uttermost
all who came unto God, by him. Balva-
tion is ‘not m question of man's opinion,
but & question of what salth the Lord.
It Is not & q of man's morality,
but & question of the authority of Christ.
it Is not a question of whether there are
good men and bad men, both In the church
and out of the church, but it is & ﬁ:u'
tlon of faith in the Lord. Jesus Christ.

“There are people outside of the
church, but they are mapde good by the
influence of the church; l.l:e',fl are walking
by the light of the church, and none
would care to live where the Influence of
the church is not. It is not & lon of
morality. but of Christianity. Morality Is
good- as far as it moes. Christianity In-
cludes all that there is In morality, and
more. It makes & man a child o B
and glves him the mssurance of heaven
There are many good moral men. with-
out the kingdom of heaven. reiying upon
thelr good works and yet repudiating the
authority of the Lord, Jesus Christ, and
trampll under' foot his salvation.

“To all such Thrist the test. Wiil
you enter while the doors are open? Will
you follow Jesus to eternal iife, or follow
the rich young ruler to destruction? We
plead with you to forsake the enmlit: of
the one who turned away from the Lord.
and follow the example of the one who
accepled of the Lord. and obe his pre-
cepts, and went on his way ing.”
